thrillingly interesting story about the 
recent mine d isatrr which happened 
to the .Grout consolidated Mining < o., 
leaving three of theij- men Imprisoned 
alive 1,000 feel below the surface and 
of tons or earth IOO feet further down. 
The sides of the shaft caved in on 
Dec. I and Mr. Fountain was with the 
party who went down into th*- shaft 
for a distance of several hundred feet 
to investigate. 
The three men left 
alive were located by tapping on a si** 
^ inch pipe th at 
rem ained 
unbroken 
when the mine eaved In. 
A small 
rope was let down Into the pipe, to 
w hite was attached a pencil and pa­ 
per. 
Four feet away front where the 
Wen las in the darkness the pipe con­ 
tains an elbow, but t ie im prisoned mi 
liers were clever enough to fashion an 
a p p a r a t u s 
th at 
yanked 
the 
rope 


a ro u n d the corner. The only valve in 
the pipe happened, through rare good 
for tun te to be open. 
W hen the mes­ 
sage reached the surface containing 
the lis t'o f the living and the dead. 
Mr. Fountain says, 
the 
excitem ent 
was intense. 
T he Im m ediate friends 
of the im prisoned men. who were m a­ 
nipulating the rope. were too agitated 
to unfold the paper, and it was hand­ 
ed to the y o u n g Texan for him to 
read the first m essage from the place 
of disaster. 
A brother of one of the 
entom bed men stood at his elbow and 
rem ained unmoved w hile he 
heard 
th at his kinsm an was safe. 
Since the .lay of 
the catastrophe, 
cager men, working in 4-honr shifts, 
have been cleaning the debris out of 
the shaft. 
When Mr. Fountain left 
they were still Ave hundred feet away 
from the cham ber of the burled pris­ 
oners.

Wheel Skates Which Can Be Used On 
the Ordinary Roads. 


A ttem pts have been m ade from tim e 
to tim e to extend the sport ref sk a t­ 
ing to ordinary sm ooth roads.

reason th at roller sk ates cannot be 
used on m acadam roads Is because 
the rollers are of such sm all d iam eter 
that they drop Into every depression 
and unevenness of the

The Isolation of a new radioactive 
chem ical elem ent, which appears to be 
tho Im m ediate "p a re n t” of radium , or 
the substance from which th at elem ent 
Is derived, Is announced hy P rof Ber­ 
tram JI. Boltwood of Yale in 
The 
A m erican Jo u rn al of Science. 
O ver a 
year ago Prof. Boltwood announced 
th at his experim ents 
indicated 
the 
separation from uranium of such 
substance, and he has now been able 
to prove th a t It Is Identical w ith none 


of the radioactive elem ents h ith erto 
known. 
H e has accordingly given it 
the nam e "Ionium ," because, ii) com ­ 
mon w ith o th er radioactive substances, 
It possesses "lonlxlng” power, or abil­ 
ity to sep a rate gases Into th eir untl- 
m ate co nstituents.

lose his title. 
So far 
th e duke has not seem ed 
w illing to go as far as this, but has 
depended upon the inability of George 
Druce, know n son of the Druce who 
was

m erch an t in

B aker stre et bazaar, to prove that his

w as the 
duke of 
Portland. 
T hus far Druce has produced many 
convincing argum ents, but he has not 
had the Druce "g rav e” opened, either.

physicists that the visible and the ul­ 
traviolet rays of th e spectrum travel 
with the sam e degree of speed, and 
the prize has been aw arded to him. 
His paper on the subject w as printed 
in the Journal of the F ranklin institute 
for A ugust. 
T he accum ulation of the 
fund for nearly 50 years retrains, and

San Antonio, Texas, Dec 28 -Tex­ 
ans are very much Interested In the 
experim ents made by Dr. l^oB Al­ 
o ed I Radon of I .os Angeles, in the 
use of cactus as food. 
The !>octor 
Used a cactus filet for 14 days, mak- 
if into soup. omelet ts, sherbert, salads 
and drinking the juice. 
Cactus pre­ 
st ryes have already been made out 
ot the fruit of the prickly pear in this 
state, and an El Paso firm has m anu­ 
factured cactus candy and m arketed 
It successfully In the East 
< 'actus 
has long been 
utilized as food 
for 
sheep ami cattle, especially In the 
tim es of drouth, 
since 
It 
contains 
nearly as high a per cent of water in 
Its leaves as the waterm elon. 
The 
cactus is also high In alcohol, some 
species of It being used in Mexico to 
make pulque ami tequila, aud expert 
inents are being made to manufacture 
denatured alcohol 
from It. 
It 
has 
also a long and tough fibre, and some 
varieties are already utilized by the 
Mexicans to make rope. Experim ents 
are now under way to dem onatrate 
that la th bagging and borlap can be 
made from cactus fibre. 
The plant 
is exceedingly abundant in Southw est 
Texas, existing 
in 
many 
varieties, 
known as prickly pear, sotol, maggay, 
Spanish dagger, etc. 
The plant un­ 
doubtedly has great possi bill ties. and 
a big fortune aw aits the man who 
<-an show the way to turn them to 
practical comm ercial uses.

There are several large im por­ 
ters of birds, monkeys, and snakes in 
this city th at do a th riv in g business 
supplying circuses and zoological gar­ 
dens. 
San Antonio is the largest sin­ 
gle rattlesnake m arket in the world. 
Snakes are shipped from this city all 
over America and 
Europe. 
These 
snakes come chiefly from Mexico and 
the Rio Grande country.
